a depot of arms containing 50,000 Mau- 
ser rifles in the center of London, to- 
gether with 7,500,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition for the use of 26,000 trained Ger- 
man soldiers now employed in various 
capacities In England.

taches some credence to this remarka- 
ble story he has notified War Secre- 
tary Haldane of his intention to ques- 
tion him concerning it in parliament.

I£ the processes of civilization are to 


be'carried on it seems quite certain to 
Mr. Cushman that civilization must 
learn to conserve more efficiently its 
'stores of iron and steel already man- 
ufactured and .seek methods to pre- 
vent-, the almost resistless tendency of 
.iron. to return to its lethargic union 
with oxygen. If steel could by any 
means be ennobled, he says, and pro- 
tected from corrosion, future condi- 
tions could be viewed with com- 
placency.

.Mr..': Cushmaji, with all our boasted 
knowledge, build an iron monument 
•like that at Delhi, which with no pro- 
tective1 covering has stood since the 
dim "beginning of history without rust 
or decay.

Springfield, Mass., May 18.—Thomas 


L. Hisgen. who, as the candidate of

It is a mark of a great 
mind to know how to take time for the most important things 
In life, and no man is so busy in the world's great work that 
he cannot attend to the things which are really worth while.
